At that 
time Mexico was a Spanish province 
and Texas was claimed by the gov- 
ernment of Spain as belonging to her 
Mexican possessions. 
In 
IS 19 
the 


controversy between Spain and the 
United States in regard to the sover- 
eignty of Texas was settled by Spain 
ceding Florida to the I'nited States 
and the United States relinquishing 
o Spain all claims to the territorv 
southwest of the Sabine river.

4 years of sanguinary and destruc- 


tive warfare between Spain and Mex- 
-eo the latter became free from the 
rule of the former in the year 1S2-.. 
the price of nis liberty, but his action 
In the meantime the population of 
Texas was rapidly increasing, prin-

ernment, and he was banished from 
the country, but they relaxed their ef- 
fort to regain their rule over Texas

edged by nearly all the civilized na- 
tions of the world. 


In February, 184.1 after some very 


stormy and exciting debates in Con- 
gress of the United States and against 
the strong and threatening protests ot 


[ the Mexican government, 
the ordi-

Congress. 
The vote in the senate was 


27 for and 2.1 against it. 


A change of one vote would have 


made the senate a tie and perhaps 
averted the Mexican war for a time 
at least, but the act passed and war 
tollowfd.

The coun- 
try house in Vermont will be his 
summer home. 
Both new dwellings 


are after plans prepared by George 
Oakley Totton, Jr., architect, of this 
city. 


Work on Mr. Everett's Sheridan 


Circle house was begun about three 
months ago by the George A. Fuller 
company, and the building is now 
well above the second story level. It 
is to be completed by next spring. 
The main entrance to the house will 
be on the Twenty-third street side, 
and all of the living rooms will over- 
look the proposed extension of Rock 
Creek Psrk.

tect drew plans for a basement en- 
tirely out of the ground, and in this 
lower part of the house there will be 
placed a garage, billiard room and 
sleeping quarters for the man ser- 
vants' quarters and reached by a 
separate stairway, the basement also 
Avill contain a large swimming pool. 


The arrangement of the first floor 


will include a large entrance hall, 
thirty feet by forty tect in size; a 
small reception room, smoking room, 
two complete suites for guests, the

second floor will contain the dining 
room, breakfast room, two small sa- 
loons, conservatory and a large liv- 
ing room.

All of the in- 


leiior finish of the house will be in 
the finest hard woods. ' The house 
is after the Italian renaissance type 
of architecture, and it is being built 
of limestone, which in the passing of 
time will become an almost pure 
white, resembling marble. 


Mr. Everett purchased upward of 


r»00 acres of land near Bennington, 
Vt., surrounding the site upon which 
his summer home now is being built, 
and part of the property included a 
mountain 
of 
considerable 
height. 


The house is being built on one of 
the slopes of this great hill, and 
because of its elevation it will com- 
mand magnincent views of the coun- 
try and the surrounding mountains.

Of the fourteen who passed away 


during the year, two were my inti- 
mate and warm personal friends from 
boyhood to the time they died. Major 
David W. Henderson of Marysville, o., 
who died Jiuy 23, l!HO; and Captain 
James Culler 01 Richwood, O., who 
died December 17, l!»Ht. 
They were 


both prominent and successful phy- 
sicians in Union county, and men of 
marked ability and usefulness in all 
the walks of life. 


Dr. Henderson served in the Fourth 


regiment, O. V. I., in the Mexican 
War, and as surgeon with the rank of 
major in the 9Gth O. V. I., during the 
Civil War. 


Dr. James Cutler served in Co. E, 


Second U. S. Infantry in the Mexican 
War, and was Captain of Co. K, First 
Ohio Volunteer Cavalry during 
the 


Civil War, which was the company and 
regiment in which I served. 


They were both heroes of two wars 


with titles well earned. As you well 
know, my comrades, they were active 
and useful members of your associa- 
tion, and had both served as presi- 
dents. 


While I was not so intimately ac- 


quainted with the other members of 
your association, who 
have 
passed 


away during the year, yet they were 
all brave and faithful soldiers, 
and 


you survivors mourn their death "as 
the brave mourn for the brave." 


The citizens of Newark and Licking 


county may well take a just pride by 
reason of the services of the soldiers 
who enlisted in the Mexican War from 
this county and of others who are now 
residents of the county. Among others 
I recall the service of Major David A. 
B. Moore, who resided in Newark and 
served as an officer of a company of 
"Mounted Riflemen" in the War with 
Mexico. 
During the Civil 'War it was 


my fortune to serve in the same regi- 
ment with him. 
Under the first call 


for three years troops he recuited a 
company for the First Ohio Volunteer 
Cavalry, of which he became captain. 
He was soon promoted to major and 
was killed 
in the 
Batle of Stone's 


River, Tenn., December 31, 1862, boot- 
ed and spurred with drawn saber. 


Capt. James H. Smith, who served 


so loner and well as secretary of your 
association was a resident of Newark 
as you all know. 


His services as your secretary and 


also as a soldier of .two wars are held 
in grateful remembrance. 


The good soldiers and patriotic citi- 


zens—"peace to his ashes." 


Many others of your number also 


served with honor and distinction in 
the Civil War.
